By-the laft accounts from the Cape of Gand Hope, brought 
by Admiral Mitchell’s fquadron, we learn, that the inhabi- 
tants of that fettlement were heartily tired of their late vifi- 
tants the French, though the latter greatly improved the forti- 
fications at that port. ‘The lines, about 400 paces north of 
the town, have been ftrengthened with redoubts, and, being 
550 fathoms above the furface of the water, are deemed ex- 
ceedingly ftrong.

1. That the fortrefs of Wilhacz being abfolutely neceflaty, 
as well to ftop the inroads of the wandering Hords, as to pres 
vent the defertion of his Imperial Majefty’s troops, the ceilion 
of the diftricts inyCroatia, fituated beyond the river Unna (of; 
fered by the Porte) cannot by any means be accepted, unlefs 
the above fortrefs be included in the diftriéts offered to be ceded, 

2. If the Porte confents to cede to the Emperor what be- 
longs to it, in the province of Wallachia, as far as the river 
Unna, the court of Vienna will confent to wave its claim to an 
extenfion of its territories: as far as the river Save, and fuffer 
the boundaries of Bofnia and Herzogewin to remain in flatu quo. 

3. If the Porte confeats' to the fecond propofition, it will be 
then necetfary, shia as ‘often as there thall Le & queftion of de+ 
pofing the Hofpodar, or Prince of Wallachia, in order to fub- 
{titute another fn his place, notice muit be previoufly given.to 
his Imperial Majefty, who fhall be made acquainted with the 
motives of the revolution ; and the aforefaid Prince of Wala- 
chia, for the time teing, hall be bound to deliver up all de- 
ferters from the Aaftrian army, that may take refuge in his 
dominions. 

4. The troops of his Imperial Majefty thall-be put in pof- 
feflion of the fortrefs of Orfowa. 

5- On thefe terms his Imperial Majefty will obferve the 
flriGteft peace, and cultivate a fincere amity with the Sublime 
Porte. 

Thofe terms, however, are fo very unfavourable to the ‘Turks, 
that it is much fufpected at Vienna, the Sultan will not 
dare to accede to them ; the moft objectionable is the third ar+ 
ticle, by which the Porte would lofe the fovereignty of Wa- 
Jachia, the Prince Of which fhe could no longer depofe with+ 
out the approbation of the Emperor of Germany. ‘This is 
not a mere ‘matter of etiquette or pride ; for by the frequent 
changes of the Walachian Princes, a very large revenue arifes 
to the Porte fromthe very large fums paid by every new Prince 
on his inveftiture. 

The plan for fettling the colony of Genevans in Ireland has 
been nearly given up; but the French, more wife than our go- 
vernment,’ have relolved to give every encouragement to fuch 
of the Genevans as: have been bred up in the watch-making 
bafinefs, who will fettle near Paris.
